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Minutes of the State Convention 
Meld at Carson Recently. 

Editor Gazetie:—The Convention 
met on April 4th in the Methodist 
Church. Mr. Van Deventer opened 
the meeting with a few remarks on 
the 15th chapter of St. John, which he 
read and followed with a prayer. 
Miss Pugh then made a few remarks 
on the chapter just read, and suggested 
that efficers for the day be chosen. 
Mrs. Henry Martin was called to the 
Chair, and Mrs. F. J. Crawford was 
chosen as Secretary. Reports from 
the locait unions came next. Mrs. 
Cook, President of the Reno W. C. T. 
U., gave a short history of that union. 
It was organized in 1881 as a temper- 
ance union, then united with the Re- 
form Club. Afterwards it was 
changed toa W.C.T.U. Itis now 
composed of 30 members. They have 
circulated temperance literature in the 
town and at the State Fairs, where 
they have had a temperance booth; 
have a large Band of Hope; have had 
a large number of public lectures; 
have given entertainments, and have 
furnished a supper for the Knights of 


Pythias. ‘They have some furoiture 
for a hall, including a handsome ban- 
ner, and have $500 on iuterest. Miss 
Pugh knows of no other union which 
has money in the bank. 

The Carson Union has had meet- 
ings regularly; have introduced tem- 

rance teaching in the public school; 

ave organized a company of temper- 
ance ; have commenced tem per- 
ance exercises in the public school; 
have, jointly with the Reno Union, 
had an address, which was delivered 
in the Methodist Church in Carson on 
November 2ist, 1886, published and 
distributed, and bave had several pub- 
l‘c lectures on temperance. 

A delegation from the Good Tem- 
plars in Virginia City reported a pros- 

rous lodge of 75 members. Mra. 

elm, Mrs. Van Deventer and Mrs. 
Cook were appointed as a Committee 
to Prepare lutions, and Mrs. 
McCabe, Mrs. Webster and Mrs, 
Crawford a Committee on Constitution, 
Miss Clapp, as Corresponding Secre- 
tary, reported that she bad answered 
all letters and attended to all the cor- 
respondence of the State. Mrs. Helm, 
as State Treasurer, reported $38 65 in 
the treasury. 

Miss Pogh then gave a short ac- 
count ofthe work of the W.C.T. U. 
at the New Orleans Exposition. She 
said that no water was to be had on the 
grounds when the Exposition opened, 
and that this was a deliberate plan for 
the purpose of forcing the people to 
drink beer. One brewer oe $35,000 
for the privilege of selling . Every 
hindrance was thrown inthe way of 
the W.C. T. U., there being a strong 
prejudice againstit. The water from 
the Mississippi was so bad that it was 
necessary to buy a filter and ice to 
make it drinkable. The money sent 
from Nevada and other States enabied 
the W.C.T. U.to furnish water and 
to make their booth the most attract- 
ive place in the grounds, so that next 
Winter they were invited to come and 
do what they pleased. Since that time 
a temperance worker inthe swampy 
lands of Ohio meta man who had been 
at the Exposition,who told her toat he 
had been so glad to get water to drink 
that he would now give to the W. C. T. 
U. $10. Miss Pugb also spoke of Miss 
Leavitt, who started from San Fran- 
cisco for the Sandwich Islands ina 
ship whose sails were filled out with 
the prayers of christian women; told 
of her wonderful journey, her success- 
ful labors in Australia and Japan, 
where the ple had to be taught the 
first principles of temperance, and in 
Japan now a Japanese woman presides 
overa Japanese temperance meeting. 

Adjourned to e ofa lunch pro- 
vided by the ladies and served in the 
Method rsonage. 

Met at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Meeting opened with the reading of 
the 55th chapter of Isaiah, by Mrs. 
Cook; prayer, by Mrs. Van Deventer.

That lady then spoke, say- 
ing jthat she ‘appreciated the honor, 
but felt that the heeds of the;office re- 
quired one who could consecrate her 
whole time to its duties, which would 
be im ible for ber to do, still, she 
would accept and do the best. she 
could. Mrs. Boyd and Mrs. Thine 
were elected Vice Presiderts; Miss 
Eva Barnes, Recording Secretary; 
Mrs. A. Helm, Corresponding Secre- 
tary; Mrs. F. J. Crawford, Treasurer. 

Moved and carried that the next 
State Convention meet in Reno. 

In the evesing a public meeting was 
held in the Presbyterian Church. It 
opened with music by the quartette, 
consisting of Mrs, Bender,Mrs. Howe, 
Mr. Howe and Judge Leonard, ac- 
companied on the organ by Miss 
Annie Martin. Selections from the 
Bible appropriate tothe occasion were 
read by Mr. Woods.

It is safe to say that there will be 
no strikes this year in the vast es- 
tablishment of John Wanamaker at 
Philadelphia, inasmuch as be bas 
agreed to make his employes 
sharers in the profits of the business. 
It is estimated that the profit to be 
distributed, in addition to salaries, 
this year, wi'l be not less than 
$100,000. This is certainly the 
proper course to pursue in order to 
adjust the relations of labor and 
capital, but the idea is decidedly 
modern, and will, therefore, require 
time to allow of even the anticipa- 
tion that it will be anything like 
generally adopted. 

Mr. Wanamaker’s business career 
has already been a phenominal 
one. He has built up an enormous 
establishment from a very modest 
beginning; and it is worthy of no- 
tice that all the progress he has 
made, and al] the wealth he has 
gained, have been due to his enter- 
prise and skill in so conducting his 
business as to give his customers 
the best return for their money. 
No exclusive privileges contributed 
to the aggrandizement of Mr. Wan- 
amaker’s immense trade. No aid 
from corporate combinations nor 
legislative corruption was sum- 
moved to give him a monopoly by 
which be could levy enhanced 
prices from the public. All he has 
done and all he bas made have been 
the direct result of energy, judg- 
ment and enterprise under free com- 
petition. 

When a man who has made an 
immense fortune by such means 
adopts the idea of profit-sharing, it 
may be taken as a proof that he re- 
gards it as good business policy. If 
the share of the returns which he is 
to give to his clerks were to be a 
loss,the active competition to which 
every branch of his business is sub- 
ject, would veto its adoption. But 
he adopts the plan because he 
knows that it will be an aid to him 
in that competition.

His 
orders are reported to be atrict, calling 
for the destruction of property if nec- 
essary. The greatest excitement exists, 
and it would not be surprising to see a 
miniature Riel rebellion inaugurated 
on these lands. This territory was 
thrown open by Arthur's administra- 
tion in February, 1884, and thousands 
of honest settlers from all parts of the 
United States rushed in and took pos- 
session of claims. Cleveland’s revoca- 
tion of Arthur’s proclamation has 
brought on the present crisis. 


No Foreign Flags. 
Sr. Louis, April 18. 

A convention com posed of delegates 
from all the trades unions in this city, 
including the K. of L., was held at 
Central Turner Hail yesterday after- 
noon.
